EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 08/04/2008 have been fully considered persuasive. 

2. Examiner points out that the argument regarding the '244 patent not teach 
miscibility under all system operating conditions and the argument regarding reversibly 
diluting not being a well known and obvious variant at the time of the prior art (examiner 
refers to the NPL submitted by applicant entitled "In Search of the Perfect Hydraulic 
Fluid") as persuasive.

3. Claims 1,2-12 and 15-16 are allowed.

4. Regarding claims 1, 2-12 and 15-16 a process for controlling the viscosity and 
another property chosen from the list of traction coefficient, compressibility, lubricating

the specification) operating conditions 

6. (ii) providing a diluent which is miscible under all working conditions 

7. (iii) reversibly diluting the base fluid with the diluent
